SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 


Feb.   1,   1925  to  Feb.   1,   1926 


In  looking  back  over  the  past  year,  we  find  that  in 
general  our  schools  are  doing  good  work.  TTiere  are 
however,  some  things  which  cause  us  grave  concern, 
chief  among  them  being  the  very  poor  attendance 
record  of  some  pupils.  Tlie  law  specifically  states  that 
children  between  8  and  16  years  of  age  shall  attend 
school  every  day  school  is  in  session,  unless  they  have 
reached  the  age  of  14  and  have  completed  the 
eighth  grade.  In  some  cases,  this  law  is  evaded  for 
reasons  far  from  acceptable.  I  trust  that  all  parents 
will  cooperate  with  us  in  eliminating  unnecessary  ab- 
sence and  tardiness. 

We  have  about  30  pupils  attending  secondary 
schools.  Tliey  are  doing  very  creditable  work  and 
merit  our  support.  High  School  training  should  be 
the  aim  of  all  young  people  and  we  should  encourage 
pupils  to  stay  in  school. 

Tlie  minimum  qualification  of  teachers  entering  the 
work  from  now  on  is  at  least  one  year  of  training  beyond 
high  school.  Tliis  means  that  we  shall  have  to  pay 
more  for  teachers.  It  also  means  that  girls  who  look 
forward  to  teaching  should  plan  to  attend  Normal 
School  for  at  least  one  full  year.  Tliey  should,  if 
possible,  complete  the  two-year  course  as  the  time  is 
soon  coming  when  most  schools  will  expect  their 
teachers  to   be  normal  graduates. 
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If  we  expect  satisfactory  results  in  our  schools, 
we  must  have  complete  co-operation,  full  attendance, 
good  equipment,  and  determination  on  the  part  of  the 
the  parents  to  have  their  children  obtain  all  the  edu- 
cation possible.  Of  course,  for  best  results,  we  must 
have  well  trained  teachers ;  and  the  amount  of  training 
we  can  demand  will  depend  upon  the  salary  we  can  pay. 

We  are  very  fortunate  this  year  in  having  an  earnest 
conscientious  group  of  teachers  who  have  co-operated 
with  the  school  authorities,  and  who  take  an  active 
interest  in  their   work  and  in  the  welfare  of  the  pupils.

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"  The  people  are  becoming  aware  of  the  fact  that 
more  and  more  stress  is  being  placed  upon  the  im- 
portance of  hygiene  in  our  schools,  they  realize  that 
many  things  are  being  accomplished  in  school  hygiene 
that  were  unheard  of  twenty  years  ago. 

The  teaching  of  good  health  habits  and  the  correc- 
tion of  defections  found  by  the  school  pbysician  are  lay- 
ing a  foundaton  of  health,  happiness  and  efficiency 
in  the  future  citizens.  "The  strength  of  the  nation  lies 
in  the  health  of  the  people." 

Classroom  inspections  have  been  made  in  the  grades 
and  rural  schools  once  a  month  and  oftener  when 
weather  conditions  permits  for  infectious  and  skin 
diseases,  pediculosis,  uncleanliness  defective  teeth  and 
incorrect  posture. 

Health  talks  have  been  given  during  nearly  every 
visit  on  correct  posture,  the  care  of  the  body  and  hair, 
the  prevention  of  colds  and  other  diseases,  the  import- 
ance of  good  food  habits,  fresh  air  and  the  care  of 
the  teeth  and  mouth. 

All  pupils  have  been  weighed  and  measured,  very 
few  were  found  to  be  as  much  as  seven  pounds  under- 
weight. Efforts  will  be  made  during  the  year  to  bring 
these  pupils  up  to  standard  weight. 

Tests  for  visions  and  hearing  have  been  given 
in  all  the  schools.  Plans  have  been  made  for  having  an 
eye  and  ear  clinic  to  be  held  here  in  the  Spring,  also  a 
dental  clinic,  so  the  pupils  will  have  a  chance  of  getting 
corrective  work  done. 
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The  Junior  Red  Cross  has  been  organized  in  all  the 
schools.  There  is  a  very  fine  health  program  connected 
with  it.  The  children  are  responding  with  much  en- 
thusiasm  in  this   work. 

It  has  been  most  gratifying  to  find  so  much  response 
and  interest  shown  in  health  work  by  the  teachers  and 
pupils  and  also  by  their  parents,  as  has  been  shown  in 
the  homes   where   visits  have  been  made. 

I  sincerely  hope  the  parents  of  the  pupils  will  feel 
that  when  I  come  to  their  homes  it  is  not  in  a  critical 
but  friendly  spirit  and  to  seek  their  co-operation  for  the 
welfare  of  their  child,  hoping  that  I  may  be  able  to 
help  them  in  the  child  health  problems  by  my  ex- 
perience in  child  welfare  work.
